2, Once an application has been considered by the 
Commission and their decision admitting a candidate 
to the examination communicated to him, no claim for 
a refund of the fee paid to the Commission will be 
entertained, nor can the fee be held in reserve for any 
other examination or selection If, however* a candi- 
date is either not admitted to the examination by the 
Commission, or before communicating their decision 
admitting him to the examination, they permit a candi- 
date to withdraw his candidature, a refund of Rs. 64 00 
(Rs. 14.00 in the case of candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes) will be 
made to him, 

3. The Commission may at their discretion remit the

2. The application form must be completed in the 
candidate’s own handwriting and all answers should 
be given in words. It should be submitted direct fo 
the Secretoxv. Union Public Service Commission, Dhol- 
pur House, New Delhi-11, 

No application received by the Commission after the 
date prescribed in the Notice will be accepted . 

A candidate already in Government Service, whether 
in a permanent or temporary capacity, must submit his 
application through the Head of his Department or 
office concerned who will complete the endorsement 
at the end of the application form and forward it to 
the Commission. 

Applications from all other candidates, whether in 
private employment or in Government owned indus- 
trial undertakings or other similar organisations, can 
be entertained direct.
